An  Act  respecting  The  New  Brunswick  Railway  Company. 

[Assented  to  2nd  May,  1939.] 

WHEREAS  The  New  Brunswick  Railway  Company  has  Preamble, 
by  its  petition  represented  that  it  was  incorporated 
by  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  Acts  of  the  legislature  of  the 
province  of  New  Brunswick  of  the  year  1870. 

And  Whereas  by  chapter  forty-two  of  the  Acts  of  the  i88i,  c.  42. 
Parliament  of  Canada  of  the  year  1881,  the  work  of  the 
said  company  was  declared  to  be  a  work  for  the  general 
advantage  of  Canada; 

And  Whereas  the  said  company  has  by  its  said  petition 
prayed  that  it  be  given  power  to  issue  bonds,  debentures  or 
other  securities  secured  on  lands  and  properties  owned  by  it 
and  not  used  for  the  purpose  of  operating  its  railways,  and 
it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition: 
Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  In  addition  to  any  securities  heretofore  authorized  Further 
to  be  issued,  the  said  company  may  make  and  issue  bonds,  P£J£r  to 
debentures  or  other  securities  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  bonds,  etc. 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  provided  that 
the  charge  or  lien  securing  such  bonds,  debentures  or  other 
securities  shall  not  extend  to  any  of  the  lands  and  pro- 
perties owned  by  the  said  company  now  or  hereafter  used 
for  the  purpose  of  operating  its  railways  or  the  appur- 
tenances thereto.

CHAP.  55. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  Prescott  and  Ogdensburg  Bridge 

Company. 

[Assented  to  3rd  June,  1939.} 

WHEREAS  a  petition  has  been  presented  praying  that  Preamble, 
the  persons  hereinafter  mentioned  may  be  consti- 
tuted a  corporation  for  the  purposes  and  with  the  powers 
hereinafter  stated,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer 
of  the  said  petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Com- 
mons of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows:' — ■ 

1.  William  Mossman  Dubrule,  barrister-at-law,  Joseph  incorpor- 
Gerald  Dubrule,  company  manager,  Frank  Windella  Du-  atlon* 
brule,  company  manager,  Hildred  Louise  Dubrule,  clerk, 

and  Patrick  Kernan  Halpin,  barrister-at-law,  all  of  the 
town  of  Prescott,  in  the  county  of  Grenville  in  the  province 
of  Ontario,  together  with  such  persons  as  become  share- 
holders in  the  company  are  hereby  incorporated  under  the 
name  of  "Prescott  and  Ogdensburg  Bridge  Company" 
hereinafter  called  "the  Company". 

2.  The  works  and  undertaking  of  the  Company  are  Declaratory, 
declared  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada. 

3.  The  persons  named  in  section  one  are  constituted  Provisional 
the  provisional  directors  of  the  Company,  and  they  shall  directors- 
have  all  the  powers  which  are  conferred  upon  directors 
elected  by  the  shareholders. 

4.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  be  five  hun-  Capital  stock, 
dred  dollars  of  common  stock  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each  which  may  be  called  up  by  the  direc- 
tors from  time  to  time  as  they  deem  necessary. 

5.  The  head  office  of  the  Company  shall  be  at  the  town  Head  office, 
of  Prescott,  in  the  county  of  Grenville,  in  the  province  of 

5  Ontario, 
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Ontario,  but  any  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders 
whether  annual  or  special  may  be  held  elsewhere  in  Canada 
than  at  the  head  office  of  the  Company. 

O.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  shareholders  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Tuesday  in  February  in  each  year  or  at  such 
other  date  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the 
directors. 

7.  The  number  of  directors  shall  be  five. 

8.  The  Company  may  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
a  bridge  across  the  St.  Lawrence  River  for  the  passage 
of  pedestrians,  vehicles  and  carriages  and  for  any  other  like 
purpose  with  all  necessary  approaches,  roads  and  works, 
from  a  point  in  the  town  of  Prescott,  or  from  a  point  in 
the  township  of  Augusta,  not  more  than  five  miles  westerly 
from  the  westerly  limits  of  the  town  of  Prescott,  or  from 
a  point  in  the  township  of  Edwardsburg  not  more  than 
five  miles  easterly  from  the  easterly  limits  of  the  town  of 
Prescott,  all  in  the  county  of  Grenville,  in  the  province  of 
Ontario,  over  the  St.  Lawrence  River  to  a  point  in  the  city 
of  Ogdensburg,  or  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence,  in  the  state 
of  New  York,  one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  so  as 
not  to  interfere  with  navigation,  and  may  purchase,  acquire 
and  hold  such  real  estate  including  lands  for  sidings,  bridge 
heads  and  other  equipment  required  for  the  convenient  work- 
ing of  traffic  to,  from  and  over  the  said  bridge  as  the  Com- 
pany thinks  necessary  for  any  of  the  said  purposes;  but  the 
Company  shall  not  commence  to  build  the  said  bridge  nor 
exercise  any  of  its  powers  under  this  Act  until  an  Act  of 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  other  competent 
authority  in  the  United  States  of  America  has  been  passed 
authorizing  or  approving  such  bridging  of  the  said  river: 

Provided,  however,  that  the  Company  may  in  the  mean- 
time purchase  by  agreement  any  lands  required  for  the 
purposes  of  its  work  and  undertaking,  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  Governor  in  Council  its  plans,  designs,  drawings  and 
maps  and  do  all  such  other  things  as  are  required  by  section 
ten  of  this  Act. 

9.  The  Company  may: — 

(a)  Expropriate  and  take  any  lands  actually  required 
for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  bridge  or  may  expropriate  and  take  an  easement 
in,  over,  under  or  through  such  lands  without  the 
necessity  of  acquiring  a  title  in  fee  simple  thereto 
after  the  plan  of  such  lands  has  been  approved  by  the 
Governor  in  Council;  and  all  provisions  of  the  Railway 
Act  applicable  to  such  taking  and  acquisition  shall

the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  which  are  applicable 
shall  in  like  manner  apply  to  the  ascertainment  and 
the  payment  of  the  compensation  for  or  damages  to 
land  arising  out  of  such  taking  and  acquisition  or  the 
construction  or  maintenance  of  the  works  of  the  Com- 
pany; 

(b )  in  reduction  of  the  damage  or  injury  to  any  lands  Abandon- 
taken  or  affected  by  such  authorized  works,  abandon  tSereduciand 
or  grant  to  the  owner  or  party  interested  therein,  any  damage,  and

therein,  or  make  any  structures,  works  or  alterations  damages, 
in  or  upon  its  works  for  such  purposes.  And  if  the 
Company  by  its  notice  of  expropriation  or  some  subse- 
quent notice,  prior  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  arbi- 
trators, specify  its  decision  to  take  only  such  ease- 
ment or  undertake  to  abandon  or  grant  such  lands  or 
easement  or  interest  in  lands,  or  to  make  such  struc- 
tures or  works  or  alterations,  the  damages  (including 
damages,  if  any,  resulting  from  the  change  in  the 
notice  of  expropriation)  shall  be  assessed  by  the  ar- 
bitrator or  arbitrators  appointed  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  in  view  of  such  spe- 
cified decisions  or  undertaking,  and  the  arbitrator  or 
arbitrators  shall  declare  the  basis  of  their  award  ac- 
cordingly, and  such  award,  as  well  as  such  specified 
decision  or  undertaking  of  the  Company,  may  be 
enforced  by  The  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners 
for  Canada; 

(c)  enter  into  and  upon  any  lands,  buildings  or  structures  ^hta°fd 
proximate  to  the  said  bridge  for  the  purpose  of  ascer-  compensation 
taining  the  state  of  repair  thereof,  and  for  devising  for  damages, 
the  best  means  of  avoiding  any  possible  damage 

which  the  execution  of  the  authorized  works  might 
occasion  thereto,  and  make  upon  or  in  connection 
therewith  any  works,  repairs  or  renewals,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  or  mitigating  any  such  damage, 
and  the  Company  shall  make  compensation  in  the 
manner  specified  in  the  Railway  Act,  to  all  persons 
interested  for  the  damage  sustained  by  them  (if  any)  r.s.  c.  170. 
by  reason  of  the  exercise  of  the  powers  in  this  para- 
graph contained;  and  section  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  of  the  Railway  Act,  shall  apply  to  the  exercise  of 
the  powers  in  this  paragraph  granted  so  far  as  is  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  Company  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

1©.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  eight  as  to  Location  of 
location,  the  said  bridge  shall  be  constructed  and  located  bndge- 
under  and  be  subject  to,  such  regulations  for  the  security  ^PgjgJ^1 
of  navigation  of  the  said  river,  as  the  Governor  in  Council  by  Governor 
prescribes  and  to  such  end  the  Company  shall  submit  in  Council- 
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to  the  Governor  in  Council,  for  examination  and  approval, 
a  design  and  drawing  of  the  bridge,  and  a  map  of  the  location, 
giving  the  soundings  accurately,  showing  the  bed  of  the 
stream  and  the  location  of  other  bridges,  and  shall  furnish 
such  other  information  as  is  required  for  a  full  and  satis- 
factory understanding  of  the  subject,  and  until  the  said 
plans  and  location  are  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
the  bridge  shall  not  be  built  or  commenced;  and  if  any 
change  is  made  in  the  plans  of  the  said  bridge  during  its 
construction,  such  change  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  in  Council  and  shall  not  be  made  or 
commenced  until  it  is  so  approved.

11.  (1)  The  Company  may  issue  bonds,  debentures  or 
other  securities  in  aid  of  the  construction  herein  mentioned, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  million 
dollars. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  issue  of  such  bonds 
the  Company  may  execute  a  mortgage  or  mortgages,  not 
inconsistent  with  law  or  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in 
such  form  and  containing  such  provisions  as  are  approved 
by  a  resolution  passed  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  share- 
holders called  for  the  purpose. 

(3)  The  Company  may  charge  and  bind  the  tolls  and 
revenues  of  the  property  to  which  any  such  mortgage 
relates  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  therein  specified. 

(4)  The  bonds,  debentures  and  other  securities  of  the 
Company,  or  any  of  the  companies  referred  to  in  sections 
fifteen  and  sixteen  may,  pursuant  to  any  arrangement 
in  that  behalf,  be  made  payable  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  place  or  places  in  Canada,  or  elsewhere, 
and  may  bear  such  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per 
centum  per  annum  as  the  directors  think  proper. 

12.  The  Company  may  receive  by  grant  from  any 
government,  municipality  or  persons,  as  aid  in  the  con- 
struction, equipment  and  maintenance  of  the  said  bridge 
and  works  connected  therewith,  any  real  or  personal  estate 
or  property,  or  any  sums  of  money,  debentures  or  subsidies, 
either  as  gifts  by  way  of  bonus  or  guarantee,  or  in  payment 
or  as  subventions  for  services  and  may  dispose  thereof, 
and  may  alienate  such  of  the  said  property  as  is  not  required 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Company  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act.

as  well  as  in  Canada,  and  may  unite  with  any  such  company, 
body  or  commission  in  financing,  controlling,  building, 
working,  managing,  maintaining  and  using  the  said  bridge, 
terminals  and  approaches,  and  may  amalgamate  with  any 
such  company,  body  or  commission  on  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  may  be  agreed  upon  and  subject  to  such  restrictions 
as  the  directors  deem  fit,  and  may  assign,  transfer  and 
convey  to  any  such  company,  body,  or  commission  at  any 
time  before  the  completion  of  said  bridge,  such  part,  if  any, 
of  the  said  bridge  as  may  then  have  been  constructed, 
and  all  rights  and  powers  acquired  by  the  Company, 
including  those  rights  and  powers  acquired  under  this 
Act,  and  also  all  the  franchises,  surveys,  plans,  works, 
plant,  machinery  and  other  property  to  it  belonging, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  directors;  provided  that  such  agreement  or  agreements,

[Assented  to  5th  April,  1939.] 

WHEREAS  The  Quebec  Railway,  Light  and  Power  Preamble. 
Company  has  by  its  petition  prayed  that  to  resolve 
doubts  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition :  Therefore 
His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  fol- 
lows : —

His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : —

( d )  To  found,  administer  or  support  institutions  for,  and 
to  assist  individuals  in,  the  study  of  Canadian  affairs, 
to  organize,  manage  or  co-operate  with  lecture  bureaus, 
discussion  groups  and  other  similar  organizations 
which  directly  or  indirectly  shall  be  conducive  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Association  and  the  attainment  of  its 
objects; 

(e )  To  establish  and  support  or  aid  in  the  establishment 
and  support  of  associations,  institutions,  funds  and 
trusts  organized  or  incorporated  for  educational, 
scientific,  artistic,  national  or  patriotic  purposes,  and 
to  subscribe  or  guarantee  money  for  any  of  the  above 
purposes; 

(f)  To  draw,  make,  accept,  endorse,  discount,  execute 
and  issue  promissory  notes,  bills  of  exchange  and 
other  negotiable  or  transferable  instruments; 

(g)  To  invest  and  deal  with  the  moneys  of  the  Asso- 
ciation not  immediately  required  in  such  manner  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  determined ; 

(h)  To  carry  out  all  or  any  of  the  objects  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  do  all  or  any  of  the  above  things  as  prin- 
cipal, agent,  contractor,  or  otherwise,  and  either  alone 
or  in  conjunction  with  others;

An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Canada  Board  of  American 
Missions  of  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

[Assented  to  2nd  May,  1939.} 

WHEREAS  a  petition  has  been  presented  by  the  members  Preamble, 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  The  Board  of  American  Missions  of  The  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  a  body  duly  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  one  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  with  offices  at  present  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  the  said  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  this  Act 
called  the  " American  Corporation",  praying  that  the  said 
members  be  incorporated  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  for 
certain  purposes  set  forth  in  the  said  petition;  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition :  Therefore 
His  Majesty  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the

(a )  to  promote,  maintain,  superintend  and  carry  on,  in 
any  and  all  parts  of  Canada,  in  accordance  with  the 
doctrinal  laws,  constitution,  acts  and  rulings  of  The 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  any  or  all  of  the 
work  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  that 
church ;

3.  (1)  The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  directors  consisting  of  not  more  than  twenty- 
one  members  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  American 
Corporation  at  such  time  and  place  and  in  such  manner  as 
such  American  Corporation  may  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine and  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
American  Corporation.

(3)  All  writs,  pleadings,  notices  and  other  documents, 
whether  in  actions,  suits  or  otherwise,  whenever  served 
upon  such  official  agent  as  such  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  served  upon  the  Corporation,  and  for  the  purposes  of 
all  actions,  suits  and  other  legal  proceedings  such  official 
agent  may  be  deemed  by  the  court  or  a  judge  to  be  resident 
in  the  province  or  other  part  of  Canada  wherein  such 
actions,  suits  or  other  proceedings  shall  have  been  insti- 
tuted. 

(4)  The  Corporation  shall  notify  in  writing  the  Secretary 
of  State  of  Canada  and,  as  well,  the  Provincial  Secretary, 
or  other  equivalent  officer,  of  every  province  of  Canada  of 
the  name,  address  and  occupation  of  such  official  agent, 
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and,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  occasion  requires,  of  the 
name,  address  and  occupation  of  any  substituted  official 
agent. 

4.  The  Corporation  may  do  all  such  lawful  acts  and  incidental 
things  as  are  incidental  or  as  may  be  conducive  to  the  powers- 
attainment  of  its  objects. 

5.  The  Corporation  may  exercise  all  its  powers  by  and  Committees, 
through  such  committees  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  by

(2)  The  Corporation  may  also  hold  for  the  uses  and 
purposes  aforesaid  such  real  property  or  estate  therein 
as  is  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security  or  con- 
veyed to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  or  judgments  recovered. 

8.  Subject  always  to  the  terms  of  any  trust  relating 
thereto,  the  Corporation  may  also  sell,  convey,  exchange, 
alienate,  mortgage,  lease  or  demise  any  real  property 
held  by  the  Corporation,  whether  by  way  of  investment 
for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Corporation  or  not,  and 
may  also  from  time  to  time,  invest  all  or  any  of  its  funds 
or  moneys  and  all  or  any  funds  or  moneys  vested  in  or 
acquired  by  it  for  the  use  and  purposes  aforesaid,  in  and 
upon  any  security  by  way  of  mortgage,  hypothec  or  charge 
upon  real  property  in  any  part  of  Canada;  and  for  the 
purposes  of  such  investment  may  take,  receive  and  accept 
mortgages  or  assignments  thereof,  whether  made  and 
executed  directly  to  the  Corporation  or  to  any  corporation, 
body,  company  or  person  in  trust  for  it;  and  may  sell, 
grant,  assign  and  transfer  such  mortgages  or  assignments 
either  wholly  or  partly. 

9.  (1)  No  parcel  of  land  or  interest  therein  at  any  time 
acquired  by  the  Corporation  and  not  required  for  its  actual 
use  and  occupation,  and  not  held  by  way  of  security, 
shall  be  held  by  the  Corporation,  or  by  any  trustee  on  its 
behalf,  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  years  after  the  acquisi- 
tion thereof,  or  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  years  after 
it  shall  have  ceased  to  be  required  for  actual  use  and 
occupation  by  the  Corporation,  as  the  case  may  be,  but 
shall,  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  such  period,  be  abso- 
lutely sold  or  disposed  of,  so  that  the  Corporation  shall 
no  longer  retain  any  interest  or  estate  therein,  except 
by  way  of  security. 

(2)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  direct  that  the  time  for 
the  sale  or  disposal  of  any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any 
estate  or  interest  therein,  shall  be  extended  for  a  further 
period  or  periods  not  to  exceed  five  years. 

(3)  The  whole  period  during  which  the  Corporation  may 
hold  any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any  estate  or  interest 
therein,  under  the  foregoing  provision  of  this  section, 
shall  not  exceed  fifteen  years  after  the  date  of  the  acquisi- 
tion thereof,  or  after  it  shall  have  ceased  to  be  required  for 
actual  use  or  occupation  by  the  Corporation. 

(4)  Any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any  estate  or  interest 
therein,  not  within  the  exceptions  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
which  has  been  held  by  the  Corporation  for  a  longer  period 
than  authorized  by  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section 
without  being  disposed  of  shall  be  forfeited  to  His  Majesty 
for  the  use  of  Canada. 
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(5)  The  Corporation  shall  give  the  Secretary  of  State, 
when  required,  a  full  and  correct  statement  of  all  lands, 
at  the  date  of  such  statement,  held  by  the  Corporation, 
or  in  trust  for  it,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

(6)  This  section  shall  apply  only  to  lands  and  estates  or  ^p^f*jon 
interests  therein  which,  by  reason  of  the  situation  of  such  °  sec  lon* 
lands  or  otherwise,  are  subject  to  the  legislative  authority 

of  the  Parliament  of  Canada. 


10.  In  regard  to  any  real  property  which,  by  reason  of  Mortmain, 
its  situation  or  otherwise,  is  subject  to  the  legislative 
authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  a  licence  in  mortmain 

shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  granted 
by  this  Act;  but  otherwise,  the  exercise  of  the  said  powers 
shall  in  any  province  of  Canada  be  subject  to  the  laws 
of  such  province  as  to  the  acquisition  and  holding  of  lands 
by  religious  corporations,  in  so  far  as  such  laws  apply  to  the 
Corporation. 

11.  In  so  far  as  authorization  by  the  Parliament  of  Transfers 
Canada  is  necessary,  any  person  or  corporation  in  whose  corporation 
name  any  property,  real  or  personal,  is  held  in  trust  or 
otherwise,  for  the  use  and  purposes  aforesaid,  or  any  such 
person  or  corporation  to  whom  any  such  property  devolves, 

may,  subject  always  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any  trust 
relating  to  such  property,  transfer  such  property,  or  any 
part  thereof  to  the  Corporation. 

12.  Any  deed  or  other  instrument  relating  to  real  ^°^t°0fn 
property  or  any  interest  therein  shall  be  deemed  to  be  duly  of  deeds,  etc. 
executed  if  there  be  affixed  thereto  the  seal  of  the  Corpor- 
ation and  the  signature  of  any  officer  of  the  Corporation 

duly  authorized  for  such  purpose  or  his  lawful  attorney. 

13.  The  Corporation  may  make  a  gift  of  or  loan  any  m<a^erti°tg 
of  its  property  whether  real  or  personal  for  or  to  assist  £JS  loans  of 
in  the  erection  or  maintenance  of  any  building  or  buildings  property, 
deemed  necessary  for  any  church,  college,  manse,  school 

or  hospital  or  for  any  other  religious,  charitable,  educational, 
congregational  or  social  purpose  upon  such  terms  and 
upon  such  conditions  it  may  deem  expedient. 

14.  (1)  The  directors  of  the  Corporation  may  from  Power  to 
time  to  time  for  the  purposes  of  the  Corporation: 

(a)  Borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the  Corporation; 

(b)  Limit  or  increase  the  amount  to  be  borrowed; 

(c)  Make,  draw,  accept,  endorse  or  become  party  to 
promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange,  and  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  have  the  seal  of  the  Corporation 
affixed  to  any  such  note  or  bill; 
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(d)  Issue  bonds,  debentures  or  other  securities  of  the 
Corporation; 

(e)  Pledge  or  sell  such  bonds,  debentures  or  other 
securities  for  such  sums  and  at  such  prices  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient; 

(f)  Mortgage,  hypothecate,  charge  or  pledge  all  or  any 
of  the  real  and  personal  property,  undertaking  and 
rights  of  the  Corporation  to  secure  any  such  bonds, 
debentures  or  other  securities  or  any  money  borrowed 
or  any  other  liability  of  the  Corporation. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  Corporation  to  issue  any  note  or  bill  payable  to  bearer 
thereof,  or  any  promissory  note  intended  to  be  circulated 
as  money  or  as  the  note  or  bill  of  a  bank,  or  to  engage  in  the 
business  of  banking  or  insurance.

CHAP.  63. 


An  Act  to  amend  An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Canada. 

[Assented  to  3rd  June,  1939.] 

WHEREAS  The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  1929,  c.  97. 
of  Canada,  a  corporation  incorporated  by  chapter 
ninety-seven  of  the  statutes  of  1929,  has  presented  a  petition 
praying  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  Therefore 
His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  fol- 
lows:— 

1.  Subsection  two  of  section  eight  of  the  said  Act  is 
repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

"(2)  A  candidate  wishing  to  be  examined  in  either  the  Admittance 
English  or  the  French  language  for  fellowship  in  the  College  £llowahi 
shall  be  a  graduate  of  not  less  than  three  years  standing  e  °ws  ip" 
of  a  Medical  School  or  University  approved  by  the  Council, 
and  shall  hold  a  licence  to  practise  medicine  in  at  least  one 
of  the  provinces  of  Canada,  or  shall  be  a  licentiate  of  the 
Medical  Council  of  Canada/ ' 

2,.  The  said  Act  is  amended  by  inserting  as  section 
ten  A  between  sections  ten  and  eleven,  the  following: 

"1©a.  (1)  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  Special 
and  hold  special  examinations  for  physicians  and  surgeons  certificates- 
in  Canada  and  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  the  nature  of  the  said  examinations  and  the 
qualifications  of  candidates  as  the  Council  may  consider 
expedient  from  time  to  time,  after  consultation  with  Cana- 
dian universities  and  the  national  organizations  representing 
special  fields  of  medicine. 

(2)  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  grant  special  certi- 
ficates to  persons  who  shall  have  shown  such  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency in  such  examination  as  the  Council  may  consider 
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entitles  them  to  such  special  certificates :  Provided  that  the 
granting  of  such  special  certificates  shall  in  no  way  qualify 
such  persons  to  be  Fellows  of  the  College.

An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Trustee  Board  of 
The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada. 

[Assented  to  5th  April,  1939.] 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  by  the  Parliament  of  Preamble. 
Canada,  being  chapter  sixty-five  of  the  statutes  of 
Canada,  1939,  it  is  provided  that  congregations,  members  im,  c.65. 
and  adherents  of  The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada  who 
did  not  on  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1925,  become  part  of  the 
United  Church  of  Canada  and  those  persons  who  since 
that  date  had  joined  or  might  after  the  passing  of  the  said 
Act  join  with  them  as  members  or  adherents  might  use  the 
name  "The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada"  but  that  such 
use  should  be  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  or  powers  of 
the  United  Church  of  Canada  as  set  forth  in  the  said  Act; 
and 

Whereas  The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada  as  defined 
in  section  one  of  this  Act  has  by  petition  represented  that  it 
desires  to  have  incorporated  a  trustee  board  to  acquire, 
take,  hold  and  deal  with  real  and  personal  property,  and 
it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition: 
Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 


!•  The  words  "The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada"  P^ition  of 
occurring  in  this  Act  subsequent  to  this  section  mean  and  Presbyterian 
include  only  the  congregations,  members  and  adherents  Canada.'* 
of  The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada  who  did  not  on  the 
tenth  day  of  June,  1925,  become  part  of  The  United  Church 
of  Canada  and  those  persons  who  have  since  that  date  joined 
or  may  hereafter  join  with  them  as  members  or  adherents. 

2.  John  Forbes  Michie,  merchant,  Gilbert  Laurie  Suth-  incorporation 
erland,  real  estate  broker,  Ernest  William  McNeill,  mana-  Trustee6 
ger,  John  Andrew  McLeod,  banker,  James  Wilson,  clergy-  p°ar^  of  The 
man,  and  John  Gibson  Inkster,  clergyman,  all  of  the  city  of  Church  in 
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Toronto  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  and  William  Barclay, 
clergyman,  of  the  city  of  Hamilton  in  the  said  province  of 
Ontario,  and  their  successors  to  be  appointed  from  time  to 
time  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of 
"The  Trustee  Board  of  The  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Canada,"  and  the  said  body  politic  and  corporate  is  here- 
inafter in  this  Act  referred  to  as  "the  Board." 

3.  The  Board  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal  and 
may  from  time  to  time  change,  alter,  or  make  new,  such 
seal,  as  the  Board  may  think  fit. 

4.  (1)  The  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  elect  a  chair- 
man who  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  at  which  he  is  present. 
In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  chairman  from  any  meeting 
the  members  of  the  Board  then  present  shall  elect  a  chairman 
for  that  meeting. 

(2)  Meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  held  at  such  place 
or  places  and  at  such  dates  or  times  as  may  be  decided  by 
the  Board  from  time  to  time,  and  the  business  at  such 
meetings  shall  be  dealt  with  in  such  order  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

(3)  Three  members  of  the  Board  shall  form  a  quorum 
and  questions  arising  at  any  meeting  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  votes.  Each  member  of  the  Board  including 
the  chairman  shall  have  one  vote  only. 

5.  The  Board  shall  at  ail  times  hereafter  be  entitled  to 
purchase,  lease,  acquire,  have,  take,  hold,  receive,  and 
enjoy,  all  or  any  property  real  and  personal  whatsoever  in 
the  most  full  and  ample  manner  that  may  be  allowed  by 
law. 

6.  Save  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act,  all  gifts, 
devises,  deeds,  conveyances,  transfers  or  leases  of  any  real 
property  or  of  any  interest  therein  and  all  gifts,  bequests, 
assignments  or  transfers  of  any  personal  property  or  of  any 
interest  therein  which  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  made 
to  or  intended  for,  The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada  or 
any  of  the  trusts  in  connection  with  the  said  church,  or  any 
of  the  institutions,  organizations,  schemes  or  funds  of  the 
said  church,  shall  vest  in  the  Board  as  fully  and  effectually 
as  if  any  such  gift,  devise,  deed,  conveyance,  transfer, 
lease,  bequest  or  assignment  had  been  made  to  the  Board 
and  shall  be  held  and  administered  by  the  Board  for  the 
general  benefit  of  the  said  church,  unless  intended  for  the 
specific  benefit  of  any  trust,  institution,  organization, 
scheme,  or  fund  of  the  said  church,  when  the  same  shall  be 
held  and  administered  by  the  Board  for  such  specific 
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benefit,  but  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  vest  in  the 
Board  any  real  or  personal  property  or  any  interest  therein 
which  the  Board  shall  decide  not  to  accept. 

7.  All  property,  real  and  personal,  which  shall  be  vested 
in  or  held  by  the  Board  for  any  general  or  special  purposes 
or  trusts  of  or  in  any  way  connected  with  The  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada  shall  be  held  for  the  purposes  and  trusts, 
and  with,  under  and  subject  to  the  same  powers  and  pro- 
visions, as  are  in  force  or  declared  under  any  deed,  instru- 
ment or  statute  affecting  such  property  respectively. 

8.  Save  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act,  every  person  Property 
in  whom  any  property,  real  or  personal,  or  any  interest  trustees' 
therein,  shall  have  become  vested  heretofore,  or  shall  ^be  trans- 
become  vested  from  time  to  time  hereafter,  by  statute,  or  Board.  ° 
by  order  of  a  commission,  or  by  gift,  devise,  deed,  convey- 
ance, transfer,  lease,  bequest,  or  assignment,  or  in  any 

other  manner,  upon  trust  for  The  Presbyterian  Church

shall  thenceforth  be  wholly  released  and  discharged  from 
the  performance  of  the  trusts  and  the  exercise  of  the  rights, 
powers  or  duties,  previously  imposed  upon  or  exercisable 
by  him  or  them:  Provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  be 
deemed  to  prevent  any  such  person  from  being  called  on  to 
account  for  any  moneys  received  or  expended,  or  for  the 
doing  or  non-performance  of  any  act,  matter,  or  thing  in 
relation  to  the  trust,  prior  to  the  assignment,  conveyance 
or  transfer  of  such  property  as  aforesaid.
